“ Mr. Funk told me that he talked 
with Cyrus McCormick, president of 
the company, and told him he thought 
he ought to release me, whereupon 
Mr. McCormick said, ‘Good, that is 
exactly what I want; I don’t care for 
the consequences to the International 
Harvester Co.’ 
“ I met Funk about thirty days af­ 
ter the confession of White. 
He did 
not seek me out at all. 
“ Mr. Funk told me the man who 
came to him told him they had an op­ 
portunity to elect Lorimer with a 
fund of $100,000. 
They sent it down 
and Mr. Funk told me they were look 
ipg for reimbursement." 
He said he had a conversation with 
Edward C. Hines shortly after the 
Lorimer election. 
“ The converaation took place in 
the Union League club," he testified. 
“ It was an 
accidental meeting. 
Well, we put Lorimer in, but it cost 
$100,000. ’ 
“ He gave me to understand they 
wanted to be reimbursed and I asked 
him why he came to us, and *he said, 
‘You are as interested as anyone in 
having the right! kind of a . man in 
W ashington.’ "

These appointments are no! to be 
confused with 
the 
State 
Normal 
school appointments, appropriations 
for which the Governor vetoed in 
May, 1909. His action did not ef­ 
fect the college of Industrial A rts 
appointments. 
Your attention is called to the fact 
that it was the intention of the law, 
and the desire of the Regents, that 
these ‘.appointm ents 
be 
issued to 
worthy young women who need the 
little help an appointm ent gives, and 
not to these who can well afford to 
attend the college without such aid. 
Each appointment issued must be 
paid for by the college out of the in­ 
cidental fees collected from non-ap­ 
pointments students, which deprives 
the school of the benefit of this much 
money 
The state 
has never& ap­ 
propriated money for appointees to 
this college. 
Herewith also find enclosed blank 
certificates, to be used in making ap­ 
pointments. 
May we as»k that you 
read the instructions carefully and 
that you give the m atter of appoint­ 
ments your early attention. 
You will notice by the rules that 
certificates of appointment must be 
filed at the college by the first of 
June: also that students not receiving 
appointments may, nevertheless, at­ 
tend the college.

Sufferings of Exiled Women Revolu­ 
tionists of Russia. 
One of the most picturesqne figures 
among women revolutionists of Russia 
Is Vera Figner, whose father was one 
of the distinguished generals of the 
Napoleonic wars. 
Betrayed by a trai­ 
tor, she was condemned to twenty 
years in the Sehlilsselburg fortress toy 
alleged participation in every one of 
the attempts on the life of the late 
czar. 
Those incarcerated in this for­ 
tress are considered as buried alive, 
no intercourse or communication with 
the outer world being allowed, hot 
even with their own nearest relatives. 
But. Vera Figner survived the horrors 
of twenty years’ solitary confinement 
and exile in Siberia and is still work­ 
ing for the enlightenment of Ignorant 
Russians. 
A name revered by all Russian revo­ 
lutionists Is that of Mme. Sigida, who, 
aroused to a frenzy of indignation 
through seeing an invalid female pris­ 
oner in the Siberian colony of Kara, 
to which they had both been exiled, 
flogged by a warder, was herself flog­ 
ged to death because she struck him. 
In the prison records it is written, 
“Mme. Sigida committed suicide by 
poisoning herself," but truth, like^mur- 
der, will out, and the crime of the 
warders of Kara bas been fully proved. 
Terrible indeed were the tortures 
and cruelty meted out to Marie Spiri­ 
donova, who three years ago shot 
Colonel Luzhanovsky, who flogged tfce 
peasants when they were unable to pay 
taxes or ordered the Cossacks to sb^ot 
down the strikers and to torture their 
wives and children. She was condemn­ 
ed to death, but the inhuman treat­ 
ment she had suffered before ber trial 
induced the authorities to commute 
the death sentence, although it would 
have been more merciful to have car­ 
ried out the extreme penalty of the 
law, for today she is working out a 
miserable existence in a Siberian mine 
and is said to be the only chained 
woman convict in Siberia -London 
Tit-Bits.

worked on a farm, attended public 
school and in 1891 was admitted to the 
bar. 
He served several terms in the 
state legislature and from 1S98 to 1902 
was prosecuting attorney of his ju ­ 
dicial district, going thence to Wash­ 
ington. He is fifty-two years old.

The big players have never succeed­ 
ed in carrying away very much money 
from Monte Carlo.
